Application for 
Hotel Refused 


Altona Shire Council has refused per- 


‘mission for a hotel/motel to be erected 
‘near Civic Parade, Altona. 


The site of the proposed $500,000 hotel was 
three acres of land off Burt Street and involved the 


acquisition of four adjac 


ent houses to provide an 


entrance from Civic Parade, , 


Contracts had already been 
entered into regarding pur. 
chase of these houses, but the 
residential sites would have 
needed to be re.zoned to com. 
mercial, after which the buil. 
ding would have commenced 
within two months, 

Mr Tyers, who represented 
the applicant, discussed the 
project with councillors at a 
meeting last month, He said 
that the three acres of land 
on the Wimpey estate was the 
only suitable site available in 
the southern section of Al- 


tona, 


The resources of the appli- 
cant were reported to be sub- 
stantial and sufficient funds 
were available for building a 
high standard hotel with all 
facilities required for 10 pm, 
closing, However, the proyi- 
sion of first-class eating facili. 
ties and accommodation would 
have been of primary impor- 
tance. The proposed car park 
would have held 300-400 cars, 

During a later discussion 
on the proposal, Cr A, Fisher 
said he wondered whether the 
hotel should be on the Wim- 
pey estate site, on the Truga- 
nina Explosives Reserve or on 
the Notla Estate which also 


has made a smilar application 
which is still pending, 

In the opinion of Cr G, den 
Dulk when these areas are 
developed, each one of them 
would be able to support an 
hotel. However, he suggested 
the council should establish 
its policy as to whether resi- 
dential land will be re-zonéd 
commercial, ’ 

The Shire President, Cr 8, 
G. McIntosh, stated he was 
opposed to the hotel being 
established so close to resi- 
dential properties and he con- 
sidered it wrong to demolish 
the houses for an hotel, 

Mr J. W. Waters, Shire 
Secretary, pointed out that ‘if 
the council adopted the plan 
in principle, persons adjacent 
to the site would have an op- 
portunity to object, , 
Cr Fisher suggested erecting 
8 council owned hotel on the 
Explosives Reserve and refus. 
ing both hotel/motel applica- 
tions before the council, ° 

However, after further dis- 
cussion councillors ageed to 
the motion of Crs Fisher and 
den Dulk that the application 
for the hotel/motel on the 
Wimpey site be refused,

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Altona North- General Survey 


The lines of Altona North’s future are already assured. The limits of 
its residential development are in sight, as also its growing industrial poten- 
tial. As suburbs go its progress over a short period has been amazing. In 
the future it will grow more slowly, but more significantly, if it has the in- 


sight to face up to its present problems. 

Perhaps in the following article the needs of Altona 
North seem unduly stressed, but while it would be pleasant 
to dwell on the many favourable aspects, it is more profit- 
able to discuss features where improvements are desirable 


and possible. | 


The majority of residents of this new area have 
only built their homes within the last few years. They 
devote much of their time and interest to the home 
and its surroundings and their young families, Most 
of them find employment outside Altona. Perhaps 
for these reasons they do not appear to have de- 
veloped distinctive community interests. 4

There is an exceptionally 
large number of European 
migrants in Altona North, 
‘They have merged in well with 
the Australian born—the chil.

CHURCHES 
The major donominations 
are represented in Altona 
North—Catholic, Church of 
England, Methodist, Presby- 
terfian and Lutheran, There 
are no Baptist or Salvation 
Army centres or provision 
for East European migrants, 
At present there is a grave 
shortage of religious instruc. 
tion teachers at various 


schools, - 
AMENITIES 
In common with the 
southern area of the Shire 

the council has provided a 

number of facilities for Al. 

tona North, 

The opening during Educa- 
tion Week in August of the 
branch library at The Circle 
is eagerly awaited by resi- 
dents, 

A full library service ,will 
be provided and any books 
which are not on the branch 
shelves but are stocked by the 
main library will be readily 
available to them, 

Three infant welfare centres 
are strategically placed, two 
kindergartens are in full use 
and another two will shortly 
open, Provision has also been 
made at the Ronald Avenue 
infant welfare centre for a 
future dental clinic. 

The modern youth hall on 
Langshaws Reserve is a facil- 
ity which perhaps could be 
used to better advantage. 


SCHOOLS 
There are three primary, 
one high and one technical 

school and in addition 2 

Catholic boys secondary 
college, 

All are new and up to date 
and generally with spacious 
grounds, The maintenance of 
these areas is a constant prob- 
lem, Tree planting has been 
well to the fore, but much 
ean‘be done in this respect. 
All the schools in common 
have strong mothers’ clubs 
and school committees which 
have raised many thousands 
of dollars for school aid, 

Altona North is well served 
by its schools, its head masters 
and principals and the devoted 
efforts of many parents. 

SECONDARY SCHOOL 

CHAPLAIN 

However, Altona North- 
would be better if there was 
a chaplain at its technical 
er high school, 

The necessity of ‘guidance 
for students in moral and 
spiritual matters has led to 
the appointment of a number 


of chaplains at various sec-|, 


ondary schools in Victoria. 


The equal need in Altona is |' 


becoming recognised, but so 
far the question of finance 
has prevented active consider- 
ation. This also applies to 
other areas, but here in Al- 


tena North there are two pro-|: 


minent secondary schools, 
Social service projects and 

the aid given to varied good 

causes reflects well on the stu- 


ASSEMBLY HALL 

An assembly hall at the 
technical school would bene- 
fit more than the school, 

On those perhaps few oc- 
casions when a hall larger 
than the Civic Hall in needed 
a venue outside the Shire 
must be chosen, An assembly 
hall in Millers Road could be 
used for these functions, 

The State Government by 
its offer of a three for one 
subsidy has in effect said as- 
sembly halls are essential, but 
lack of finance prevents a 
general provision. As it is, 
the target of $24,000 before the 
technical school committee 
will ultimately make a $96,000 
building possible, Inciden- 
tally, and with a strong em- 


phasis, this hall could be a. 


fecal point for the whole of 
the Shire, It deserves finan- 
cial support from all Altona. 


A REVITALISED YOUTH 


CLUB 
In such a predominately 
youthful area as Altona 
North a strong youth club 
is a necessity, 

The council has built a fine 
hall with good facilities but it 
has been frustrated in its de- 
sire and effcrts to build an 
effective club, 

It is not known whether 
this is due to the facilities of 
the hall being shared by a 
number of organisations, lack 
of support by local residents 
and parents or other specific 
Teasons, In effect either the 
council is at fault in its dir- 
ection or those who should 
assist such a club are not play 
ing their part. 

SWIMMING POOL | 

It appears desirable that 
Altona‘s first swimming pool 
should be built in the. nor. 
thern area, 

Because of the distance of 
Altona North from the beach, 
this view is shared by a major- 
ity of Altona schools and also 
it can be supported on econo- 
mic grounds, 

An Olympic standard pool 
and facilities could cost in 
the vicinity of $300,000 which, 
with interest charges, would 
never be recouped by the 
Shire, 

However, it is reasonable to 
“expect that annual mainten- 
.ance and upkeep, either fully 
or in part, will be met by the 
swimmers, 

For this reason the pool 
must be in the area which 
has the largest number of 
potential users. A pool in Al- 
tona North, as well as drawing 
on the large local population, 
could also come from Sun- 
shine Newport and Footscray 
residents, 

PLAYING AREAS 
Altona North’s playing 
areas are too limited for 
. future requirements, Lang. 
‘ shaws Reserve is the only 
. greund approaching a rea- 
: senable size for a football 
field, but its facilities are 
insufficient, 
There are other areas 
which can be used for sports 
jother than football. A turf 
cricket pitch established sev- 
eral years ago on Langshaws 
Reserve has never been used. 
Surprisingly enough all re- 
‘quests by sporting bodies for 
use of a sports ground in the 
‘Altona North area have been 
met, 





This could be due to a 
young family population of 
Altona North. However, in a 
few years time as more stu- 
dents leave school the posi- 
tion may be more difficult. 

By this time the council 
will probably have progressed 
with development of land pur. 
chased for the express purpose 
of providing another sports 
Teserve in Altona North. The 
area is bissected by a creek 
and will be filled in by use 
as a rubbish tip, 

Eventually it’ will be graded 
on the same lines as the new 
sports ovals on Grant Reserve 
off Civic Parade, Altona. 

It is gratifying to note that 
two Altona North industrial 
firms allow the use of an oval 
and tennis courts to second- 
ary school students. 

ROAD MAKING 
Various areas of Altona 

North still lack completed 

toads, However, the council 

has announced all will be 
finished within two years, 

. This will be a remarkable 
achievement considering the 
position that faced the coun- 
cil' but a few years ago. Then 
the rapid residential develop- 
ment had presented the coun- 
cil with a forbidding program 
of unmade roads, Although 
scme roads are still to be 
made the present situation re- 
flects great credit on the coun- 
cil and its staff, . 

Fortunately, by specific pro- 
vision, all footpaths have been 
made so that even’ in areas 
lacking roads access is quite 
practicable, 

BEAUTIFICATION 

The. major sources of 
beautification in Altona, and 
particularly Altona North, 
whith has ne sea views, are 
home gardens, nature strips, 
tree planting and the re- 
moval of litter, 

Tree planting, although ex- 
tensive, has been so recent as 
to give promise for the future 
only, 

Many home lovers are play- 
ing their part in their sur- 
rounds but others are not, 

The lawn and garden areas 
along the Millers Road median 
strip are very welcome and it 
is hoped there will be more of 


them, 
TRANSPORT 
Altona North appears to 
have a suffictent bus service 
which will continue to grow 
as the occasion warrants, 

Inevitably some areas have 
a better service than others, 
To travel by train means a 
bus ride to or from the near- 
est station—Newport. Some 
residents have direct access 
by rail to the city but trains 
from Paisley station are in- 
frequent. 

RETAIL TRADE 
Retail trade appears to 
be flourishing. Three shop- 
ping centres —— Borrack 

Square, The Circle and The 

Sixteen -Shops—all seem to 

be obtajning reasonable pat- 
Tonage from local residents, 

The lack of rail transport 
probably helps the area to be 
more self-sufficient, As in 
other shopping areas in the 
Shire provision of public 
toilet facilities is worth con- 
sidering, 

INDUSTRY 
The contribution of Al. 
tona’s petrochemical com. 
plex to the welfare of Al- 
tena is obvious, 

Not so obvious is the poten- 
tial of the general industrial 
area to the north and west, 
When, fully developed this 
area could greatly assist in 
maintaining Altona’s economy, 

The refinery and chemical 
industries with their orderly 
installations and gardens sur- 
rounding their administration 
buildings are show places, 

At the other end of the scale 
are some of the general in- 
dustrial establishments near 


the northern boundary of the 
Shire, Here unkempt roads 
and industrial waste are the 
main impressions. 

Not all general industry is 
in this state. Fortunately fac- 
tories nearer residential areas 
give evidence of some pride 
in their appearance, 

Industry in Altona North 
is here to stay and grow and 
it is hoped it will grow old 
gracefully, 

BRIQUETTE DUMP 

Objectively speaking the 
opponents of the briquette 
depot have a unanswerable 
case, 

They purchased subdivided 
residential land on which they 
built their homes, The resi- 
dents are entitled to assur- 
ance that they will be free 
of nuisance conditions, 

The plea of the State Elec. 
tricity Commission that they 
established the dump before it 
became a residential area will 
not stand up to examination. 

Removal! of the dump must’ 
be the objective, Perhaps 
there will be more hope of 
this if, as has been suggested 
in reference to the recent gas 
finds, the need for briquettes 
will be reduced, The lesser 
quantity of briquettes could 
be more efficiently stored in 
large buildings, Sale of the 
present site would contribute 
to the cost of such building, 


AIR POLLUTION 

Altona North is not the 
only place -suffering from 
air pollution and neither 
do all the offensive emis- 
sions: originate in Altona, 

The briquette dump and the 
local industry do offend at 
times, The efforts of coun. 
cillors and council staff would 
be: re-inforced by the vigil- 
ence of residents who report 
any significant offences to the 
Shire office. 

MEN OF WORTH 

Altona North’ needs men. 
Men like those who not so 
‘many years ago defended 
Altona‘’s position when it 
was a Riding of the Werri- 
bee Shire, 

Or who at a later date led 
the movement which culmina- 
ted in the creation of the new 
Altona Shire, 

Altona needs more men to 
take a prominent part in com- 
munity life, particularly in Al- 
tona North, 

The fact that all resident 
councillors from the Altona 
North area were elected un- 
opposed speaks for itself, 

Men are. wanted, youth 
leaders are needed by the 
churches, the youth club 
could be re-established with 
virile leadership and control, 

Altona North has these 
men, It is for them to realise 
their potentialities and re- 
sponsibilities, 

PRIDE IN ALTONA 

The growth of one Altona 
spift is gaining ground 
slowly. 

It does not come easily as 
most residents find employ- 
ment and other interests out 
of Altona, In addition Altona 
North is in a general western 
area where by crossing a street 
a resident may find himself 
variously in Sunshine, Foot- 
seray, Newport or Altona, 

However, it is apparent 
that the average citizen is tak- 
ing a pride in his home and 
family, When this pride is 
enlarged to include the local 
community and its place in 
the Shire then in the fullest 
sense he will become a citizen 
of Altona, 

iN CONCLUSION 

In thjs by no means ex. 
haustive study of features of 
Altona North an attempt 
has been made to preserve 
objective viewpoint, 

This article is to highlight 


the possibilities of Altona 
North, 
This area, which, for a 


great number, is the gateway 
to Altona, will, with the com.. 
ing of the Lower Yarra Cross- 
ing, become the gateway to 
Melbourne for travellers from 
a large part of western Vic- 
toria,
